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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Regarding the 35 U.S.C. 112, Second paragraph rejection to claims 1 - 22 
provided in the previous office action. Applicant has amended claims 1 and 9 to 
overcome the 35 U.S.C. 112, Second paragraph rejection to these claims. 

2. Regarding objection to claims 12-14 provided in the previous office 
action. Applicant has amended the claims 12 - 14 to overcome the objections to the 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 17, 19, and 21 - 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest an elastic sealing member having a first end portion affixed to the frame 
member and further having a second end portion affixed to the image pickup element, 
and configured to seal an image pickup light path extending from the shutter to the 
image pickup element, wherein the elastic sealing member is positioned behind a quick 
return mirror; in combination with other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claims 2-8 and 15, the claim is allowed as being dependent from 
allowed independent claim 1 . 
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Regarding independent claim 9, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 
suggest an elastic tubular sealing member surrounding a light path space extending 
from the shutter to the image pickup element, said tubular sealing member comprising: 
a first end portion affixed to the frame member; and a second end portion affixed to the 
image pickup element, wherein: said tubular sealing member is configured to seal an 
image pickup light path extending from the shutter to the image pickup element, said 
tubular sealing member is positioned behind a quick return mirror, and the at least one 
of the low-pass filter and the infrared absorption filter is sealed by the sealing member; 
in combination with other elements of the claim. 

Regarding claims 10 - 14, 16 - 17, and 21 - 22, the claim is allowed as being 
dependent from allowed independent claim 9.
